The couutry, or at least tbat portion of
the prople that do what litile thinking there is
done n  Spain, do mnot like to see the
femporary government, sell-constitated as
ft 15, cling &0 ugutly to the power
they huve obtmped, Tney want to sece
that appeal to the people which we have
Leard 8o mach about., They want some proofs
that the peop'e are really to enjoy a share in
the goverument, and toat the popualarcries of
national sovereignty and the will of the perople
sare not mere leather s d pronells, meaving
potbine, The Spaniarvds are nwurally very
guspicions, and when once they get an idea
foto their heads that sgomieboly 1s plaving them
fulge, it Ig exceedinely aifficalr, If not imposs.-
ble, to convince them o uerwise, [hey have
thus had a port ot udistioct igea that the mili-
tary peullemen at e bewd of the provisionn)
govervwent hal vo idea of wvitive whe peaple
%0 aid in forming a4 permuncnt government, but
were merely talkipg nnd shullling about to gain
time lo consolidale their power and strengihen
thelr positions,

Genernls Serrano nnd Prim,

For this reason Geperale serrano and Prim
have lost ground decidediy, and wne veople are
daily becomiag more suspicious and doubtiul of
their ioteotions, Instead of coming out with
a call for a general election of a C rees, which
shouid have the autbority 10 =ay what sort of
govarnaent ehould be peripanantly estublisued,
Lerravo and Prim Lave been writing letiers, nund
the entire Governmeunt has sgoed a eircular or
manitesto to the people, urging the uecessity of
adoping 4 constitutional wouureony as the only
pafe sud legitimate torm of governmeunt for
Spain.

The decree for the convoestion of the Con-
stituent Assembly is still put ol from duy to
day, and 1t is posiuvely understood taat no
enrier date than the 29.h ot November will be
appoioted for Lthe begivuing of the genvral vlec-
tions, Agrecubly to a custom established by all
the paper constitutions of France, Spain, and
Ttaly, election day falls on a Sooday, aud 10 ds
evacied that, 1o those coustituencies n which
the first serotiny lewds to no dec sive resulis,
4. &, in which none of the esudidates obuain
what constitutes w legsl majority, a second and
final experiment shoald be mase on the tol-
losmg Sundav. The names of (Do 1opressnta
t ves 1u the Cortcs will, theretore, ot be oy
koown beiore the 16i0 of Decsmber, and their
meeting will aot be held belfore Chrisiaias, or
probably before New Year's dav,

Last HMours of the Avehibishop of Cans
terbury.

The good old Arcbblshop of Can‘erbacy was
eclwed almost suddenly with Broocnitis oo the
13th of September, while on bis way back from
Tyrol., He reached Adm:-‘glon on the J6ch, sud
was able, though with oiffienlty, to hold Lis
ordination n the parish church on the follo -
ing Bunday. Two orthree times he rallied so
much thal hopes were entertuined that bis
robust constitution wonld enable bim ro shuka
ofl tha disease. Outhe evening of Tharsday
week the un'avorable symploms insreased, apd
from that time bhe wus confined to hia
bed. His mentul powers romained uninjarad,
and he was oczupicd uncrasingly in reading de-
votonal books, er in wniting or giving instroe-
tiens  concerning his charge, which he bad
almost completed, though he bad quite given ap
the idea of delivering it orally, He anticipated
the end almost from the first, and in a paper
written three or 1our days ago, when speaking
wis become diflicult to bim, he «2id, 1 commit
my soul into the hand= of my God and dear Sa.
viour. I have bad proofs enonzn ot Hiz love
the Inst, and I am well assured that whateveg
sufferiogsor trials are permitted to befall me are
visitations of love. ‘Though he slay me, yeot
will I trust in Him.! Asto the aith iu which I
wish to die, I cavnot better exprass it thau in
Richard Huoker's dying words, as indicated
the underhueo oassage I heve written our, “A
poor and guilty sinner 1 kuow myself to be;
but [ believe thut tho-e who knecl at the foos
of the Cross with this sineere confession will
never be cast out it they look to the eleansing
blood of Christ for their sole ground of pardon
and acceptance.” The following (s  the
extraoct  from Hooker:—**Thongh I have
by His grace loyed Him. in my
youth, and fearedd Him in mine age, asod
Jabored to have a conscience voud ot offen<e
to Him and to all men: yet 1f Thou, O Lord, boe
exireme Lo mark what bave dove amiss, who
can abide it? And, theretore, where I have
failed, Lord, ehow mercy to me; for 1 plead, not
my mehteonspess, bat the foruivencss ol my
own unrighteoasuess, for His merits who died
to purchase pard n for peri‘ent sinpers, And
since 1 owe Thee a death, O Lord, lat it not be
terrible, and tben take thine own time. Lot
not mive, U Lord, bat Thy will be done,” a
Bunday bis grace appearcd decidedly batter,

bot on Mouday alternoon the discase
changed for the worse, and from that
time lhe savk rapidly., He recsived

the Holy Communion absut midday oo Tues
day, waking ull the responses with a eheprinl
and bappy fece. His lust intellig ble words
were those of the “Gloria 1n Escelsis:™ bat
his looks and gestures proved how ewgerlv ne
joired in the prayers and ejaculations which
were suld wirth nim durivg the day, and never
wis there seen a more beautiful peace than that
of s lust hour, About 6 o’clock he became
vucopscions, The members of bis wonly, wich
his medical attendant, Dr, Carpenter, nod Mr,
Deubam, the Vicar of Addington, were with
him to the last; and he died, in the midlle of
the words of eommendation, so quielly tha! Lhe
last moment wai not perceptible.

Progress of the Revolutlon—Report of

Remarkable Engngement Between| tho
Troops and Insurgents,

The following geoeral order contains an
account of & remuarkable engugement beiween
the troops and the 1nsurgents: —

Y“Nov. 2, 1868, —The Commuanding Geunerdl of
the Eustern Deparument has remiited to his
kxcellency the Captan-Genernl a detniled re-
port of the action sustained sgalost the lnsur-
gents near Baire, on the 23th of Ue ober, by the
column uuder Colovel Qairos, which sho#s that
the énemy appeared to the number of six hnu-
dred men. the greater part on horsebsck—about
one hundred and dity loot; the lormer armed
with gons, riles, pistols, revolvers, aud car-
pines, snd the lutter with machetes and knlves,
led by the principal chiets of the ipsarrection,

smong whom were recognized the so-palled
Geperaly Maceo, Lucas Castulo, Milanes and
cthers. They were fyrmed in toe house konown

as Casa del Pimo, Tohe commander having nscer-
tained this, at 12 M, ordvred taat & company of
the Corong reeiment soonld oder them bittle.
A compiany of the Guba soon follo #ed, the
balanee of the force remaning in reserve until
the intention of the enemy should beoome
known, Ibe first column open=d ire at once,
and was quickly supported by the seeoud.
Colonel Quiros, on pro :eeding to the scene ol
action, ordered wp the bualavce ot the lo-ew,
with th= exception of oue company of the Co-
rona, which continued in reserve with one mouu-
ta'n plece, while annher opened on tne insar-

gents.  Toe latier, machetes in hand,
attacked the two columns wilh tero-
clous the tronps, with-

pprniau-uc]\;: but
oat giving an inch, received them at the point
ol the basovet, tizbting hand 1o baod, withoat
firing, compelied tne enemy to fall back por-
swing them beyond toer originnl position.
After a rude fight of an hour and \bree quariors
the action terminuted by two artillery dis-
churees, which told tearfally on th=ic favk in
thawr precipinate flight, They left thirteen
killed, & lurge namber of disabled borses, guns,
rifles, aud macheres on the deld, His Exeel-
leney, satisdea with the britliaot beaavior of
the troops, ha« directed this to he pubhished in
the order of the day f~r genoral inforimation.

Experiments in Qunnery at
Fortress Monroe.

More Arms for Arkansas—Their
Shipment Refused—Melancholy
Suicide in Norristown-—
Baltimore Advices.

Official Returns of the Novem-
ber Election in this State.

FROM FQRTRESS MONROZR.

A New Pivee ol Ordnance,

Fonrness Moxror, Nov, 10. —The Ugiled
States stenmer Col. Rucker, Captain Bell, ar-
rived yesterday trom Baltlmore, having on board
the ponderous 12-inch ritled Rodmaun gan for
this fort, It was cast some two wonths sinee at
the Fort Pitt Worke, Pittsbure, weighiog 53,225
pounds, and is the second oue oi the kind ever
manufactured in this conntry., The first one
was cast nt the same works before the late Ro.
bellion, and when loaded on @ vessel ut Balti-
more for this port was rollel overboard by some
Rebel Bulfimoreans, who thought they Lad
cflectually sileuced her, She was, however,
recovered and mounted on the fort,

Experiments in Guunery,

Since the war she was taken op the beach to
be tested, and burst after baving some 700
rounds fired. The gun which arrived yester.
‘day will be used about the 20th inst. for experi:
mental Oring on a large stone target, erected
during the last summer by the Engincer Depart”
went at this place. The experiments were to
have taken place some two months ago, but
have been deluyed in order to have the 12-inch
gun here for the oceaslon.
